As  the  prffcnt  Commander  in  Chief 
f\  of  the  Fleet,  from  the  nature  and 
importance  of  the  fervice  which  depends 
en  his  management,  is  now  become  the 
object  of  public  attention,  we  fhall  gra¬ 
tify  that  curiofity  which  fuch  a  lituation 
naturally  excites,  by  giving  an  account  of 
the  principal  events  of  his  life. 

Sir  Charles  Hardy  is  of  a  family 
which  hath  contributed  to  uphold  the 
luftre  of  Englirti  bravery.  He  was  rela¬ 
ted  to  Sir  Thomas  Hardy,  an  Admiral 
who  had  fignalized  hinifelt  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anne,  and  whole  exploits  are  fet 
lorih  on  his  Monument  in  Weftminfter 
rtbbey.  The  father  of  the  prtfent  Sir 
t-harles  bore  the  fame  name  and  honour, 
died  Vice-Admiral  of  the  Red,  on  the 
37th  day  of  November,  1744.  From  the 
connexion  which  the  family  had  with  the 
the  deftination  of  the  prefent  Ad- 
tttiral  will  be  naturally  accounted  for.  He 
w'as  early  devoted  to  the  fea  fervice  ;  but 
here  being  in  his  youth  no  holtilities  in

ever,  gradually  in  his  profeflion,  and 
foon  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  Spanilli 
war  in  1739*  received  a  Captain’s  corn- 
million,  which  bore  date  the  loth  of  Au- 
guft  I74I* 

It  is  from  this  period  that  we  are  to 
look  for  any  fignal  exploits  in  his  life;  but 
though  he  feems  to  have  been  in  commif- 
fion  during  the  whole  time  that  the  war 
continued,  yet  he  had  not  the  good  for¬ 
tune  to  be  placed  where  any  opporluiiiiy 
prefented  of  being  able  to  fignalize  him- 
lelf,  or  to  perform  one  aCt  worthy  of  be¬ 
ing  recorded.  We  do  not  mention  this 
circumftancc  as  refleding  any  difhonour 
on  his  character,  ao  we  are  convinced  that 
many  an  able  and  brave  olficer  has  been 
in  this  refped  equally  unfortunate.  To 
conduct  the  bufuitfs  which  is  entrufted 
to  his  care  by  the  ftate  with  attention  and 
diligence,  is  all  that  ought  to  be  expec^ted 
from  any  commander,  luceefs  and  favou¬ 
rable  occalions  for  exertion  being  but  fd- 
dom  in  his  power.  On  his  promolicn  to 
command,  he  was  firft  appointed  to  the 
Vulture  (loop,  from  thence  in  1 744  to  the 
Bridgewater,  and  in  the  year  1745  to  the 
Jerfey.

1  think  the  acknowledged  abilities  and 
unmerited  misfortunes  of  thefc  men, 
Ihould  check  all  fiifpicion  againft  thofc 
who  patronized  them  in  their  profperity, 
and  concerted  the  nreans  of  extricating 
them  from  their  adrerfity. 

Genius  is  of  every  country,  and  will 
force  its  way  to  notice,  and,  if  well  di¬ 
rected,  to  reputation,  wherever  it  may 
be  exerted,  though  in  a  country  the  moll 
diftant  from  that  which  gave  it  birth. — 
It  cannot  be  denied,  that,  at  this  time, 
the  meritorious  indnftry  of  the  Scottilh 
nation  delerves  praife  and  encourage¬ 
ment  from  every  member  of  tlie  Britilh 
empire. — In  all  profeflions,  whether  fe- 
diTitary  or  aCtive,  they  may  be  feen 
railing  themftlves  to  eminence  by  their 
perfevering  induftry.  The  annals  of  mo¬ 
dern  literature  owe  very  much  of  their 
■fplendour  to  the  works  and  abilities  of 
men  born  beyond  »he  Tweed  ;  and  in 
both  naval  and  mil-tary  employments 
they  have  added  to  the  celebrity  of  Bii- 
tifl\  fame. 

It  is  impoffible,  therefore,  that  any 
jiiftifiable  realoncan  be  afiigned  why  the 
i'jicccffful  endeavours  nf  thcle  fubjeCtsof 
the  common  empire  Iboiild  be  harrafled 
with  the  envy  and  oppt)lilion  of  thofe 
who  inhabit  the  moll  confiderable  part 
of  it ;  efpecial’y  when  fiich  open  encou¬ 
ragement  is  given  to  the  inhabitants  of  a 
neighbouring  kingdom,  which  is  the  na¬ 
tural  and  profclfed  enemy  of  this  coun¬ 
try.  But  it  may  be  the  temper  of  the 
times  to  prefer  thofe  who  adminilter  to 
the  luxuries,  extravagance,  atid  follies  of 
the  age,  though  they  fhould  be  our  ene¬ 
mies,  to  thofe  of  our  own  country, 
whole  laborious  endeavours  and  ingeni¬ 
ous  inventions  are  only  directed  to  pri¬ 
vate  or  public  utility. 

If  national  partiality  Ihould  pervade 
the  character  of  the  public  officer,  and 
Influence  him  to  nnjiift  or  partial  deci- 
linns,  he  would  be  highly  criminal,  and 
deferve  the  fevereft  punifliments  of  the 
law  which  he  h^d  difgraccd.  But,  in 
private  life,  every  man,  furely,  has  the 
absolute  liberty  of  chiifing  his  friends, 
making  his  preferences,  appointing  his 
fervants,  or  employing  his  arlifans,  from 
whence,  and  from  whom  he  may  think 
proper,  without  the  Icafl  imputation. — 
If  the  public  liberty  afforded  by  the  laws 
fnoiild  he  attended  with  fuch  a  rellraint 
upon  the  freedom  of  private  life,  it 
would  net  be  worth  the  trouble  of  pre- 
lerving. 


After  all,  whatever  maybe  the  national 
prejudice  which  is  attributed  with  i, 
much  farcafm  and  rancour  to  the  Scots 
it  is  not  without  its  influence  in  th^ 
Enghfli  and  Irifh  nations:  nav,  do  vve 
not  find  it  to  prevail  in  provincial  dif 
triCts  and  proftfiional  characters  ?  The 
inhabitants  of  a  city  or  county  feel,  in 
general,  for  many  very  natural  and  ob- 
vious  reafons,  this  prepofftffion  to  opc. 
rate  in  favour  of  a  fellow-citizen  or 
countryman;  nor  is  it  lefs  common 
among  the  fame  trade  or  profeltion, 
where  particular  ciafliing  interefts  do 
not  inflame  them  into  rivallhip  or  com¬ 
petition  f. 

If  two  men,  equally  qualified,  were  to 
offer  themfelvcft  to  a  naval  captain  for

In  fomc  places 
the  fxvellings.  which  have  been  compared 
to  waves,  are  forty  or  lifty  feet  high  ; 
yet,  as  they  am  rougi',  and  the  ice  inter- 
niingltd  with  fuow,  one  may  walk  over 
them.  Jn  odier  parts  thofe  waviS  arc  of 
a  very  moderate  lizc,  and  in  fome  places 
the  furface  is  quite  level. 

“  What  renders  a  pafTage  over  tins 
valley  riill  more  difficult  and  dangerous 
ip»  the  rei  ts  in  the  ice,  which  are  to  be 
met  with  whatever  diredlion  ycni  follow. 
Thefe  rents  are  from  two  to  fix  feet  wide, 
and  of  an  amazing  depth  ;  reaching  from 
the  flit  face  the  valley  through  a  body 
of  ice  many  hundred  fathoms  thick.  On 
throwing  down  a  Itone,  or  any  other 
folid  fubrtance,  wo  could  hear  the  hol¬ 
low  murmur  rf  its  defeent  for  a  very 
long  time,  founding  like  tar  diilant 
waves  breaking  iipt'n  rocks. 

“  Our  guides,  emboldened  by  habit, 
'"dipped  over  thefe  rents  without  any 
fign  of  fear,  though  they  inform cil  U3> 
that  they  had  olten  fecn  frelh  cleats 
formed  while  they  walked  on  the  valley. 


They  added,  indeed,  for  our  encourage¬ 
ment,  that  this  was  always  P’cct("cJ  bv 
a  loud  con  inued  nude*,  whidi  gave 
warning  of  wiiat  was  iu  happen.
